The letter forther etrted thet the present cercan 
Yeadersiip is surrounded by key ncvisers eho ore former Kasia and, 
therefore, cannot be trested.

It im our comvietion thet any firm and lasting def ig at 
pesaible aggreasion from the scumaaiat haet ig fomairy eee 
forengut be tesed on a couplete underetendin: end solidarity 
among the three amjor vemocretic jowcrs, 1.9. Enclend, Prence 
and the United “tetes. our present cerancn policy undermines 
that solidarity and, therefors, contributes toe the strengthening 
of the Communist position in Wurope. wa, therefore, urce 
thst our vovernsent re-sxamine the policy in its entirety 
before woking any further action in the way of remiliterizing 
Germany and granting her full sovereignty.
